Which orcurrcd on Iht! iii^I., on the 

Hampstcail Junction Railway, a line, which 
•with the iVorth and Southwestern brnnch, 
connects Kew witli the N'l.rth L imlu!] liail- 
wiiy, running into ihe city. This line has 
only been ojienuil two yeiirs, ami passes 
ihrongli Camden Town anil Ken'isli Toivn 
by llamste.ul, ami ?o on Ik Kcw. As in the 
case of tiu!
